New Delhi, the 3rd August, 1974 

S.O. 1932. — YVhere.is for Ihe development of the export 
tiade of India certain proposals foi subjecting printing inks to 
quality control and inspection prior to export, were published 
us required by sub-rule (2) of mle II of the Export < Quid, 7 
Control and Inspection) Rules, 1964, at pages SyOS-SiR’ 1 
of the Gazette of India, Part 11, Section 3, Sub-section (il), 
dated the 1st December, 1973, under the Order of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce No. S,0 
3323, dated the 1st December, 1973 ; 

And whereas, objections and suggestions were invited within 
thirty days of the date of publication of the said Order in 
the Official Gazette fiom all persons likely to be aflected 
thereby ; 

And whereas the said Gazette Order was made available 
to the public on the 14th December, 1973 ; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
the public on the said draft have been considered by the 
Central Government ; 

Now, therefoic, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 
1963 (22 of 1963), the Cential Government, after consul- 
ting the Export Inspection Council, being of the opinion 
that it is necessary and expedient so to do for the develop- 
ment of the export trade of India, hereb> — 

( I ) notifies that printing inks specified in the Annexure 
to this Older shall be subject to quality control 
and inspection prior to export ; 

(2) specifies the type of quality control and inspection 

in accordance with the Export of Printing Inks 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1974 as the 
type of quality control and inspection which shall 
be applied lo such printing inks prior to export ; 

(3 ) recognises the specifications of the contract as agreed 
upon between the buyer and the seller us the stan- 
dard specifications for the said printing inks ; 

(4) prohibits the export, in the course of international 

trade, of such printing inks, unless every consignment 
thereof is accompanied by a certificate issued by 
any of the Export Inspection Agencies, established 
under section 7 of the Export (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Act, 1963, to the effect that the 
consignment of printing inks satisfies the conditions 
relating to quality control and inspection and is 
cxportworlhy. 

2. Nothing in this Order shall apply to the bonafide export 
by land, sea or air of samples of printing inks to prospective 
buyeis.

AWARD 

Shi i Din Daval Dhnnan was employed as a Head Opciator 
of Defence Services Cinema, Adampur (Punjab) bin his 
sei vices wcic terminated on 6th Apul 1966. He laised a 
dispute with the management challenging the legality and pio- 
Ttiety of the oidci of tcimination of his services and the Cen- 
tral Government by Notification No. 3/6/69-LRni(T R I) 
dated 12-10-19/3, published in the Gazette of India, referred 
to this r l tibunul the following mattci for adjudication 

Whether the action of the management of Canteen Stoics 
Department (India) Bombay in teiminating the sei- 
vices ot Shi i Din Daval Dhiman, Ev-Head Opeiatoi 
of Deience Scivices ( mema, Adampur, with effect 
tiom the 6th Apul, 1966 is justified ? It not, to 
what rchel is the woikman entitled 7 

"■ To tile claim statement filed by the concerned workman it 
was pleaded that false allegations of mis-conduU had been 
levelled against hint mid that the termination was in fact 
an unfair labcnii pmciiec. It was also pleaded that no enquuy 
about the allegations made against hint was evei held and 
Mat termination was in violation of lilies of natural justice, 
i te tci mmation oidei was st.ited to have cast a stigma on the 
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conduct of the workman. A written statement was filed by 
the Defence Services Cinema, Jnllundur Cantt, as the con- 
cerned management One of the pleas raised by the manage- 
ment is that the woikman had accepted that the terms and 
conditions of his service would be governed by the Punjab 
Shops & Commercial Establishment \ct, 1958, desciibed here- 
in, iflei as Shop, Act The conduct of the workman is stated 
to have been unsatisfactory It is admitted that no enquiry 
was held but the plea of tire management is that no such en- 
quiry was necessary since the action had been taken against the 
workman under the aforesaid Act Thcic is no dispute that 
wages in lieu of one month’s noLice and other dues have not 
so fai been received by the vvoilman but the ease pleaded by 
the management is that he lefused to accept the money order. 
An additional plea taken by the management is that it is 
entitled to lead evidence before this Tribunal to prove the 
mis-conduct and unsuitability ot Shn Din Dayal to be re- 
tained in service On the pleadings of the parties, issues wete 
flamed on 2-1-1974 but they were subsequently modified on 
1-2- 1 974.

3 As a mattci of tact, no issue was picssed as a prelimi- 
nary issue. On behalf of the management, three witness, 
namely, Shi i Kiishna Manon, Piopnetoi, Madras Hotel, 
Adampur, R.W.l, Slni S. Is., Sharma, Manager Defence Ci- 
nema, R.W 2. and Shri Karamjil Singh, Operator of the 
Cinema, R.W. 3, weie examined, Shi i Bhagiiath Dass, autho- 
nscd lepresenlative of the management stated that this was 
the only evidence to be produced and even if the Tribunal 
wanted to give adjudication on merits about the alleged mis- 
conduct, the management had no other evidence to pioduce 
as the depositions of these three witnesses were enough to 
establish the un-suitubhty and mis-eonduct of Shri Din Dayal 
Dhiman, woikman The workman examined Shi i Jai Shankar, 
conti actor A. 1, Shri Karamjit Singh, farmer, icsident of 
V Chamon (Adampui), A.W 2, Shri Guibux Singh, Operator, 
Ncelarn Theatre, Chandigmh A.W, 3 and himself wenL Into 
the witness box as his own Witness. I shall dispose of issues 
1 and 2 first they are inter-connected and the main contro- 
versy is the subject matter of these two issues. Shri Bhagi- 
rath Dass shemiouslv mged thut the workman accepted the 
tcims of appointment as contained in Ext. R/5 and, there- 
fore, he must be held to be governed only by the Shops Act 
and not by the Industlial Disputes Act so as to necessitate an 
enquuy into the alleged mis-conduct before his services could 
be terminated. I am afraid this contention is without sub- 
stance. Befoic dealing with the legal aspect I must mention 
that the workman actually joined seivicc in 1962 and it was 
almost a year thercaftci that an appointment letter, Ext. R/5, 
dated 9-4-63 was issued to him whetein it is undoubtedly 
stated that his lei ms and conditions of service will be governed 
by the Shops Act even though the said Act was not applicable 
to that Cinema. The following extract from that letter needs 
to be leprodueed for facility of rcfetence:— 

“Your teims and conditions of service will be governed 
by the Punjab Shops & Commercial Establishments 
Act, 1958 even though the said Act is not applicable 
to your Cinema." 

‘In ease vou aie transferred to any ol oin other Cinemas 
tour terms and conditions of Service will be governed 
bv the Local Shops k Establishments Act of the 
State where that Cinema is located." 

4 Ihe woikman accepted the terms as pei lettei Fxt R/6, 
In the ubsence of evidence that Shops Act applied to the Ci- 
nema wlieie Shu Dm Daval Dhiman was employed, more so 
when In the appointment letter itself it is clearly stated that 
the Act was not applicable to that Cinema, I have to pioeeed- 
on Ihe hypothesis that the Act was not applicable Moic- 
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over as to bv what terms and conditions of service, the work 
man was intended to be governed should have been cleaily con- 
veyed to him in the appointment lettei 1 ho woikinan huu 
loined in 1962 and it was that time that contract ot service 
was entered into It is nobody’s case that the woikmun was 
taken in employment on the specific condition that tcims mid 
conditions of seivice would be lcgulatcd by the Shops Act 
The vvotkman had already invested one yeat m seivice when 
the appointment lettei was issued to him and he natuiully 
submitted the typed reply signed by him saying that he was 
willing to accept those tcims 1 cannot believe that Shu Din 
Dayal Dhimnn would have, on leceipt of the appointment 
letter taken up the Shops Act, lead its provisions and then 
with a clear appreciation of the vunous provisions of the Act 
understood the tcims and conditions of his service Assuming 
that the woikmin was governed by Ihe piovisions of tile 
Shops \ot I am still of the view that it does not follow that 
by accepting to be &o governed, he had lost a right to seek 
piotection under the Industual Disputes Act and claim that 
bcfoie his services were teiminnted for some alleged nils 
conduct and u stigma cast on him, he should have been 
attended a piopcr oppiotumty to defend himself in a manner 
consistent with the Rules of natuial justice Section 22 of the

termination of sci vices ot the workman as issued by tht 
Ch mman Boatd of Administration, is Ext A/1 and is dated 
4th kpul, 1966 though his setvices were actually terminated 
on 6 4 196n The charges on which the order is based aie 
stated in txt A/I and it is wotthwhile quoting lelevant ex 
ti ict in extenso 

1 I You stopptd the ninning show on 20 Muich 1966 
at about 1 1 30 p m When this mattei was re- 
ported lo zonal Manager (Punjab), ho conducted an 
enquuy, which revealed that you delibciatcly stopped 
the machine because you had seen Survushn Sutish 
Kumai and Bhupindd Singh going out of the Cinema 
and you expiessed bcfoie the Assistant Operatoi and 
the Cabin Assistant that you should also have some 
rest You thcicfoic, took the law in your own 
hands and descited voui post of duty without con 
suiting anyone This enquiry has itirthei revealed 
that 

(a) You uic on many occasions found to be under the 
lnlltiencc of liquor while on duty 

(h) You nje aigumcntativc and pick up a quarrel with 
anyone who does not agicc with yon 

(c) You do not stmt the show at scheduled timings 

(cl) You instigate the staff not to cooperative with the 
management 

2 It is consideied that in view of the foregoing you aie 
not suitable to work in n defence organisation The An 
I oice authorities have also appioached us to have you ic- 
rnoved fiom the Station ’ 

5 The only explanation culled fiom the workman was 
through lettei Ext R/7 whetein icfcrcnce is mdde to the 
incident of 20th March, 1966 when the cinema show stopped 
loi a short while The woikmun wioie down his icply 
1 \t B 7/1 on Ihe same piece of pupei The workman 
staled that he show w is nol stopped but the m whine filled 
iculung m the stoppage of Ihe show hardly foi 2-3 minutes 
It appears that 5-6 days alter the incident of the stoppage 
of the show the Zonal Matniqci, Shu O P Malhotra came 
fiom Jullundiir and made an on-lhe spot enquiry in which 
Shu Kuiumjlt bingh, Cabin Assistant R W 3, made a state 
nient, hxt R/8 Some othei mcmbcis of the staff also 
appealed but Shn Dm Dayal Dhnnan was not associated in 
that enquiry Anothci suiprising fact is that on the next day 
ol the incident, le on 21st Maich, 1966, warning, Ext R/3, 
was given Lo the woikman on behalf of the Board of 
Ulminisli ution Ihe conduct ol the woikman was desenbed 
as generally unsiuislac lory and advice was tendered to him 
to change Ins bchtivioui lo avoid being teplaced by anothci 
hind An ussiuance was demanded fiom him in wnting 
fhcic is no explanat oil coming foiwaid as to why suddenly 
u necessity .nose to scivc such a warning on the next day 
of the alleged cinema incident The Anal otdei of tcimina- 
tion of 'ervices, Exl A/l contains a numbci of chaiges of 
misconduct including general bud behavioui Shu S K 
ishaiinn, RW 2, who was at the relevant time posted as 
Managei ol the Cinema and seems to be mainly icsponsiblo 
Lot seeming the tcinunation of the strvices of the workman 
made numbci of allecutions against the latter It is how- 
tv cr admitted by him that he made Ihe complaints to the 
highei (iiiihoiitics on telephone and not in writing He also 
admits that the sci vices oi the woikman were terminated 
foi his continued mis-conduct In my opinion, the charges 
ue such that they cast stigmu on ihe woikmun and in 
notions ol fan play and justice, piopcr enquiry should have 
been conducted against (he worknt iti affording him an oppor- 
tunity to defend before his sei vices were teiminated by way 
of punishment The punitive action of the management is 
in violation of the well established rules of natuial justice 
and ednnot be sustained in any society governed by lule of 
law 

6 I would have expiessed no opinion on the incuts of the 
chaiges but in view of ihe insistence ol Shn Bhaguath D.iss 
that the evidence a- led by Ihe management establishes mis- 
conduct of the woikman and that I should hold accordingly 
1 hoe no choi c bill lo deal with this ispvct ol Ihe case' 
as well The hist witness pioduced by the management is 
Shu Kushna Menon, RW 1 who deposes that he tuns a 
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hotel at Adampui and that there was some altercation het- 
Vvccn him and Shi i Din Dayal who would wash his clothes 
at the wutei pump fiom which the witness used to draw 
water. The witness objected to the washing of the clothes 
on which some alternation took place. It is specifically stated 
by hint that thne was no exchange of abuses anti that both 
of them only shouted at each othei. Even little estiange- 
ment that uiosc between the witness and Shri Din Dayul 
was set at lest by a eompiomisc. Ext. R/l, brought about 
through the intcivention of common friends. The witness 
admits that he and Shii Din Dayal have coidial relations. 
1 fail to see how evidence of such a witness can be held 
to ptovc the mis-conducl of the woikman. Next witness is 
Shi i S Is. Shaima, R. W 2, who is the main person concer- 
ned In working up the dismissal of Shii Dm Dayal. It is 
common ground between the pailies that “1 ARKJ" picture 
with a veiy old print was being displayed on the screen in 
the evening show' of 20lh March. 1966 and that about 11.30 
P.M. lights were switched on and the show suspended for a 
few minutes. The workman fixes the period as i 2-3 minutes 
whereas Shri Sharma states that it was 4-5 minutes. Shii 
Shurma was not in the picmiscs when the show stopped 
and it was on the next day that he learnt about the inci- 
dent. Shri Karamjit Singh, R.W. 3, was woiking as an 
Assistant Opciutor with Shii Dm Dayal and he is supposed 
to have made a complaint (o Shii Shaima on the next day. 
The cause of the suspension of the show for few minutes as 
given by Shri kaiamjit Singh is that he was dnected by 
Shii Din Dayal to slop the machine on Ihe ground that when 
the Mnnugci, Shii S. K. Shaima, R.W. 2, had gone away 
on stioll and was not attending to the vvoik, why should 
the woikmen do then duly. Shii Sharma was pasted at 
Adamplir since September 1965 and it is admitted that 
before 20th March 1966, no such incident evei took place 
before, I urn not prepared to believe that Shri Din Dayal 
would have stopped the cinema only on the ground that the 
manager was not present on the premises. There must have 
been several occasions when the manager was absent but no 
show was ever stopped. The statements of Shri Karamjit 
Singh appeals to be cooked one. Again Shri Sharma in his 
statement hus levelled a number of charges against the 
workman though as conceded by him he never complained 
about any one of them to h ghei authoiitics in writing To 
me v u-ning Fxt. R/3 also seems to have been procured only 
to add to the heads of mix-conduct and to prepare the 
ground for tci munition of the services of the workman. 
Shri Sharma will have us believe that he always found 
Shii Dm Dayal dmnk tl v as his duty to deal with the 
workman much cailicr when he found the workman to be 
delinquent in the discharge rf his duties and doing his job 
while (hunk. The evidence of Shri Sharma ralhei condemns 
him more than the workman and I am not piepared to 
rely (i i the same. Moreover, thcic is no evidence to pin- 
point t hat the cinema show was suspended not on account 
of hi caking of the print but undei directions of Shii Din 
Daval The only evidence of Shri Karamjit Singh in this 
regai d is not worthy of cicdcnce. The other chtugcs arc 
also ini pioved by evidence unless gcneial statement of 
Shri Sharma is taken at its face value which I am not pre- 
paid to do The woikman has examined Shri Tai Shankar, 
AAV I, who was the land lout of the house occupied by 
him. The statement of this witness is of negative value 
inn "much as all that he st-ncs is that he nevei saw any 
demonstration in which Shu Din Dayal laised solagans 
against Shii Sharma, RAV. 2. or any othei person of the 
management. Shii Karamjit Singh, R.W, 2, is a dismissed 
employee of the respondent He states that when picture 
’Lurki’ was on he was on duty at the gate and went to 
Shii Din Dayal to find out the reason why lights were sud- 
denly switched on. Shri D'n Daval is supposed to have 
disclosed to this witness that Ihe film had biokcn. Shri Gurbux 
Sm'di. -\.W. 3 is an Operator in Ncelam Theatre, Chnndigaih 
undri whom the workman Shri Din Dayal is at present 
emphved. The statement if this witness is of no help to 
eithci of the parties. He deposes that the piint of any film 
whetbei new or old can hieak down whereas the case of the 
workman is that juinf of ‘EARKE being old broke down. 
The workman himself went into witness hox as AAV. 4 He 
deposes that Shii Shaima and he weie not pulling on nicely 
anil the main ground of strained i elutions, according to him, 
was that Shii Sharma wanted to help Shii Karamjit Singh. 
RAV. 3 against Shri Hnri Dev whom the woikman had 
hi ought from Hoshiurpm to work as his Assistant The 
suggestion is Ihnt Shri Shaima wanted Shii Karamjit Singh. 
R.W i, on a highci post in place of Shri Hmi Dev. No 
value can be atta hed to this plea set up by the woikman 
for the fust time in his statement when he did not put the 


same to Shii Sharma in the witness bo.x. \nyhow, the 
bin den was on the management to piove the mis-conduct of 
the woikman and its own evidence being of no assistance in 
this leg tid the weakness of the evidence ol die workman is 
of no significance. In the result 1 must hold that no mis- 
conduct of the workman has been proved by any cogent 
evidence produced before this Tribunal. 


7 1'he last question which survives for considci ation is 
as to whether I should direct leinstatcmcnt of the workman 
with full back wages. The workman has admittedly joined 
sen ire in Ncclam Cinema, Chandigaih, since 21-8-71 and is 
still eontinution there. He cannot, therefore, be said to be 
without employment though the contention of the manage- 
ment is that soon after dismissal he joined service. Be that 
as it may, the workman is in service and to direct his re- 
instatement in such a case is not necessary. No doubt the 
SLj-vice of the workman is of a civil nature but the control 
is by the Army authorities. To impose the woikman on 
the employer in such a situation will not he conducive to 
discipline cither. In these circumstances, 1 feel that the 
piopcr course for the Tribunal will he to exercise his powets 
under Section 11-A of the Industrial Disputes Act and award 
to the workman compensation foi wrongful termination of 
his services instead of ordering his reinstatement. He joined 
seivice with the lespondent on n consolidated pay scale of 
Rs, 125-8-205 with a starting salary of Rs. 125 as is evi- 
denced from the appointment lcttci , Ext. R/5. The woikman 
has not given any indication in his statement as to what 
were his total emoluments at the time of dismissal from 
sci vice. Hml the workman continued in service he could 
not be drawing more than Rs. 1 50 P.M. when his services 
were terminated. It was for hint to have lead evidence or 
atleast deposed in his statement as to what weie his total 
emoluments, The length of his un-employment before his 
joint the present service originally @ Rs. 125 is also some- 
what uncertain. In such circumstances I feel that a total 
compensation of Rs. 5000 will meet ends of justice. The 
management is accordingly diiected to make payment of the 
said amount within one month of the date of the publica- 
tion of ibe award in addition to the costs which arc assessed 
at Rs. 200.

Tho-a are two connected References No 8/C of 1973 and 
9/C of 1973 raising the same dispute, namely, that the 
work charged employees of Beis Dam Project, Talwara, who 
have put in 10 years of continuous seivice or moie should 
be declared entitled to the legularisation of their services 
In Reference No 9/C of 1973, the claim is by a particular 
category of workmen namely, drivers and conductors, though 
they are covered by the general Reference as well The 
management in both these References is Beas Dam Project, 
Talwara, which is one of the Units of the Beas Sutlej Link 
Project, with legal d to whose woik-charged employees I 
have given an award on 15-5-1974 m the mattci of same dis- 
pute in Reference No 2/C of 1971 The present References 
were made to this Tribunal by the Cential Government in 
exercise of the powets conferred on it by sub-section (2) of 
Section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, published in 
the Government of India Gazette as per Notifications No 
L 42012/11/73/1 Rin, dated 26 5 73 and No L 42012/8/ 
73/LRIII, dated 26 5 73 respectively, and the following matter 
requires adjudication — 

Whethei the work chai ged employees employed at Beas 
Dam Pioject Talwata, who have put in ten yeais 
or more of continuous service are entitled to the

Claim statements were filed by the workmen to which the 
management filed its leplies On the pleadings of the parties

The cases wcie fixed for evidence of the parties in regard

olhei Unit of Beas Sutlej link Pioject in Reference No 2/C 
of 1971 On 14th June, 1974, the management was tepre- 
scnlcd by Shu K k Jaagi, Superintending Engineer along 
with Sarvshn Kuldip Singh, Peisonnel Officei and Faaamjit 
Singh, Assistant Personnel Officer The several unions were 
represented thiough their authonsed representatives On be 
half of the management it was staled that no evidence was 
to be led whether on piehmmary issues or on merits Same 
was the stand of the workmen I quite agtee that no amount 
of evidence could be helpful as it is an admitted fact that 
there are woik-charged employees who have put in 10 years 
continuous service or more or the Pioject and the sole 
question to be decided ts whethei their services should he 
regularised or not The statements of authorised repreaen- 
t dives of the paities weie, accordingly recorded and it was 
agreed amongst them that award he made Shn Jaagi, how- 
ever, while ndmiting that Punjab Government had regularised 
services of its work-chat ged staff submitted that there weie 
no posts m their establishment on which the work-charged 
employees could be absorbed if their services were regularised 
After giving my careful thought to the matter l feel that the 
only correct course is to put the work-charged employees 
of Bets Dam Pioject, Talwara at pai with those working in 
the same Project though as a different Unit at Sundernagar 
and known as Unit I It may be reiterated that the Project 
started somewhere in the year 1962 and was before re-orga- 
nisation of the erstwhile State of Punjab under the Punjab 
Re organisation Act, 1966, managed and controlled by the 
then State Government of Punjnb This is one of the biggest 
Piojects in the Northern India and after the re-organisation 
it has been taken over by the Central Government for manage- 
ment on behalf of the successor State of the erstwhile State 
of Punjab and the State of Rajasthan It Is not 
disputed that there are work charged employees who 
have completed service on the Project foi ten years 
or more and indeed spent best part of their life 
in a specialised and parliculai job I have already observed 
that the institution of the woik,-charged employees is indis- 
pensable foi any construction work but at the samo time 
it is very haish to a worker that he should continue as 
work-charged employee for a numbei of years without being 
entitled to any relief under the Payment of Gratuity Act or 
other retiral benefits The employees are from different States 
though the management has constantly by and large, Veen 
following the Punjab pattern In the matter of wage structure, 
revision thereof from time to time and grant of dearness 
allowance It was with regard to categories not appearing 
m the common schedule of rates piepared by the -erstwhile 
State of Punjab that the Bhakra Management Board took 
independent decisions on the recommendations of its own 
Standing Committee Even Himachal Pradesh Government 
generally followed Punjab pattern The Punjab Government 
declared sometime past that the services of work charged 
employees in Building & Roads Branch who had worked for 
10 ycais or moie would stand regularised and the same 
benefit was afterwards extended to the employees of the 
Irrigation Branch as well I did not as was done by the 
Punjab Government regularise the seivices of employees of 
Lbnt No 1 and evolved some sort of formula which could 
give relief to the workmen without imposing unnecessary 
financial buidcn on the management It was believed that 
there would be goodwill on both sides and I am sure if 
honestly worked Ihe formula should stand in good stead to 
both the parties The question referred to me is, of course, 
about the regulansation of the services of work charged 
employees and directions which I issued for Beas Sutlej Link 
Unit No 1 and which I am now repeating cqrmot be said 
to be not covered by the reference since it amounts to only 
granting lessei lelief than claimed by the workmen The 
management cannot be said to be justified by any standard 
of moral or social justice ft it does not absorb the work- 
chaigcd employees in the maintenance staff of the completed 
Project if aijd when such necessity arises I, therefore, direct 
that whenever recuutment of maintenance staff on the Project 
on or near its completion becomes necessary and whether the 
management at that time is with the Central Government 
or with any of the State Governments on whose behalf the 
Central Govei nment is at present managing, the offer shall 
first be made to work-charged employees m order of then 
seniority who have put in continuous service of 10 years 
or more on the Project in that category or tiade where the 
vacancy occuis but all this will bo subject to the medical 
fitness of the woikman The total length of service at the 
1 roicct is to be taken m computing the period of 10 years 
continuous service It does not, however, follow that if a 
workman of 10 years continuous sendee is not available for 
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any category or trade and those available arc of less than 10 
years’ service, they arc not to be given preference. It Is 
the senior most amongst them who should be taken on the 
maintenance staff. Scale of wages as applicable to the work- 
men will not, however, be disturbed to their prejudice nor 
will their continuity of service be affected. The workmen 
of Beas-Sutlej Link, Sundernagar expressed an apprehension 
before me and the same has been repeated by the workmen 
concerned in [he instant references that the management would 
not be fair to them at the time of completion of the Project 
and to avoid reciuiting the work-charged employees, might 
change in advance their categories or trades. To protect the 
workmen against such fears I diicctcd in that case and direct 
here as well that the category or trade of no workman shall 
be changed within one year preceding the completion of the 
Project without his consent in writing and that if any such 
change without consent is made, it will have no consequence 
inasmuch as such a workman will be entitled to the job of 
his earlier trade provided the vacancy relates to that trade. 
The workmen have further urged that there are inter-change- 
able categories in the sense that workmen of different cate- 
gories (designations) can be put on the same job, and that 
the management has been so doing. The submission on their 
behalf is that in the event of a vacancy to be filled up for 
a job falling in one of the inter-changeable categories, the 
senior most from amongst any one of such categories must 
be absorbed. I am afraid it will be too much tightening the 
hands of the administration as it may be that genuinely even 
in inter-changeable categories there may be one employee who 
is most suitable for a particular job than others, I, therefore, 
refrain from issuing any directions in this behalf but do 
expect that the management will cpiite honestly choose the 
best man for the job keeping in view his seniority. 

There are bound to be left some of the workmen who can- 
not be absorbed on the regular maintenance staff and in 
respect of them 1 have no reason to doubt that the Central 
Government and also the State Governments who are benefi- 
ciaries under the Project will make every reasonable and 
genuine effort to get those workmen re-employed whether 
in any of the concerned States or any other part of the 
country where there is a need for workmen of those trades. 
The reference stands answered accordingly.

It was agreed between the parties that the award be made 
in the same terms as was done in the case of Reference 
No. 2/C of 1971.

AWARD 

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour and Reha- 
bilitation Department of Labour and Employment, have by 
their Order No. L-29011/39/72-LR-IV dated 4th February 
1972 in exercise of the powers conferred by clause td) of sub- 
section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, re- 
ferred to this Tribunal for adjudication an industrial dispute 
existing between the employers in relation to the management 
of Messrs- Tandur and Navandgi Stone Quairies (Private) 
Ltd., Fiyderabad and their workmen in respect of the subject 
mailer specified in the following schedule : 

SCHEDULE 

“Whether the existing rates of wages and dearness al- 
lowance of the different categories of workers em- 
ployed in the Stone Quarries of M/s. The Tandur 
and Navandgi Stone Quarries (Pvt.) Ltd,, Hydera- 
bad on various operations require any revision ? If 
so, what should bo such rates of wages and dear- 
ness allowance and from what dale ?" 

2. The workmen petitioners of the Tandur Hnd Navandgi 
Stone Quarries (Pvt.) Ltd., represented b/ the Tandur Stone 
Quarries Labour and Employees' Union, Tandur, filed a state- 
ment of claim stating that the workmen employed by the 
said management are put to gieat hardship and they are 
not given any dearness allowance and their wages were not 
revised for the last eight years although the cost of living 
had gone up. Taking into consideration the increased cost of 
living they demanded increased wages and dearness allow- 
ance and the payment of a flat sum of Rs. 30 per month to 
each worker working in the quarries from the date of demand. 
It has been stated that the management have been earning 
good profits and exploiting the workmen and they have the 
capacity to pay increased wages and dearness allowance. 

3. In spite of several notices the employers did not file 
any written statement. Finally on 4-7-1973 the employers 
and the workmen filed a joint petition befoic this Tribunal 
exhibit E-2 stating that the parties had arrived at a settle- 
ment with regard to all the issue covered under the above 
reference and praying that an award be passed in terms of 
the settlement exhibit F-1. Under the schedule to the settle- 
ment exhibit E-3 the following rates were settled for the 
different categories of work. 


4. Some time after the above settlement was filed, one 
Shii S. Balappa, describing himself as General Secretary, 
Tandur Stone Quanies Labour and Employees Union, Malka- 
pur filed an application before this Tribunal for fixing the 
date of hearing at Hyderabad and requesting foi intimation 
about it at the above address. 

5. In order to satisfy itself that the settlement reached bet- 
ween the parties was bona fide and entered into voluntarily 
and in view of the request of Shri Balappa Notices of hear- 
ing of the reference at Hyderabad on 18-6-1974 was issued 
by i cgistcrcd post to all parlies. Shri Balappa was not 
present and the notice issued at the address given has been 
returned undelivered vyllh the postal endorsement “no such 
addressee present". 

6. In order to show that the settlement was bona fide and 
was entered into without any coercion or intimidation the 
employers examined Shri Malkur Ramesh the Director of 
the company. It appears from his evidence that after the 
reference was made efforts were made to arrive at a settle- 
ment and ultimately they succeeded in bringing about a 
settlement between the parties. He identified his signature on 
exhibit L-,-1 the settlement as also the signature of the working 
President Shri Manject Singh of the Tandur Stone Quarries 
I ubuui and Employees Union and the General Secretary 
Shri Nl. Ramulu. He also identified the signatures on the 
joint application and the signature of the other Director Shri 
Chnndtasckhar. It has also come in evidence that the Regio- 
nal Labour Commissioner (Central) Hyderabad Shri M. R. 
Raju and the Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central) 
Hyderabad Shri D. V. Ramachamlran had also signed as at- 
testing witnesses. He has also testified that the rates given 
in the schedule to the settlement exhibit E-3 are being paid 
to the workers. The lates came into foicc on 1-4T973 and 
the workers were receiving the new rates of wages fiom that 
date. When questioned by the Tribunal he deposed that the 
dispute was raised by Shri G, Venkataswamy and the General 
Secretary Shri S. Balappa. After Shri Venkatuswamy became 
Deputy Minister of the Government of India Shri T. Anjaiah 
was elected Picsident and Shri M, Ramulu, General Secre- 
tary. Tt is stated by him that Shri S, Balappa who had signed 
the application to this Tribunal on J-3-1974 was not elected 
General Secretary of the Union and the claim made by him 
in exhibit W-l is false.

4 In consideiation of the incicasc in wages gi anted to the 
workmen of the establishment, the workmen undertake not 
to demand any increase of wages or demand any dearness 
allowance for the said period of the thice yems and further 
agicc that no demand which will involve additional financial 
liability to the Company will be made during the pciiod of 
the operation of the settlement 

5 The afoicsuid undertaking given by the woikmen will 
not deprive the woikmen of any of tnc statutory benefits 
which may he coniened on them by any new enactment 
which may be passed subsequent to the date of this settle- 
ment 
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6. The workers agree to withdraw the claim statement filed 
by them before the Central Government Industrial Tribunal, 
Bombay and both the parties agree to file this agreement 
in the settlement of this dispute. The parties further agree 
to file an application in the Tribunal with a prayer to pass 
an award in terms of this settlement in CGIT Ref. No. 2 
Of 1972.

AWARD 

The Government of India in the Ministry of Labour, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sections 7A and 36A of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (hereinafter referred to as 
the Act) have, by their order No. L-38015/1/71-P&D dated 
23-11-1973, referred the following schedule of dispute to this 
Tribunal for adjudication. 

"In what manner the directions contained in para 5- 
concerning Wircmen and Linemen in the Arbitration 
Award, dated the 9th December, 1968 under section 
10A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, given by 
Shri O. Venkatachalam, ex-Chief Labour Commis- 
sioner (Central), New Delhi, published in the Gazette 
of India, Part 11, Section 3, Sub-section (ii) under 
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S.O. 514, dated the 8th February, 1969 should be 
implemented ?” 

2. The management of Paradeep Port Trust is the first party. 
Paradeep Port Workeis’ Union, Paradeep and Paradeep Shra- 
mik Congress, Paradeep art second parties Nos, 1 and 2 
respectively. 

3. The ease of the management of Paradeep Port Trust 
(hereinafter referred to as tne first party), in short, is as 
follows : — 

That there were three grades of Wiremen and Linemen, 
viz.. Grade ‘A’ (Rs. 100—155), Grade TT (Rs. 80 — 120) and 
Junior Grade (Rs, 60 — 75) under the State Government. 
After the Central Government took over the management of 
Paradeep Port from 1-6-1966, the three grades were redesig- 
nated as Grade I (Rs. 125 — 155), Grade 1 (Rs. 110—131) and 
Junior Grade (Rs. 80 — 110) respectively. In doing so, the 
Port administration did not give Grade I scale (Rs. 155—180) 
recommended by the Committee for the Classification and 
Categorisation (hereinafter referred to as the C.C.C.) to any 
of the existing Wiremen and Linemen on the ground that the 
existing grade under Central tiovernment were on par with 
the skilled Grade TI (Rs. 125- — 155) and Grade in (Rs. 110— 
131) and the semi-skilled Grade I (Rs. 80 — 110) of the C.C.C. 
The All India Port & Dock Federation claimed for the intro- 
duction of Grade I (Rs. 150 — 180), Grade n (Rs. 125 — 155) 
and Grade III (Rs. 110 — 131) of the C.C.C. for the existing 
Wiremen and Linemen. The management did not agree with 
their proposal for introduction of Grade I scale (Rs, 150—180) 
of C.C.C. on the ground that there were no suitable hands 
amongst the existing Wiremen and Linemen to be fitted into 
the grade. Thus, a dispute arose between the first party and 
the second party No. 1 and the matter was referred to Sri O. 
Venkatachalam, Chief Labour Commissioner (Central) and 
Arbitrator for decision under Sec. 10-A of the Act. Tn 
course of hearing, expert opinion of the then Superintending 
Engineer (Flectricnl & Mechanical Circle) of the Port was 
sought. He was of the opinion that qualification, duties and 
responsibilities of the Wiremen and Linemen had not been 
formulated by the Port authorities, As a result of that, some 
of the existing stall recruited by the Port had not got 
the requisite qualification as in Vishakhapatnam Port. The 
Wiremen at Paradeep are not employed in wiring of crafts, 
polyphase motors etc. and further there were some whose 
works were not upto the mark. Therefore, the Superintending 
Engineer suggested that the trade test and qualification were 
absolutely necessaiy before the Wiremen and Linemen could 
be fixed up in the proper grade. The Aibitrator, while giving 
the Award, very much appreciated the suggestion given by 
the Superintending Engineer of the Port and accordingly in 
his arbitration award dated 9th December 1968, he gave 
direction lo the administration to introduce Grade T (Rs. 150— 
180) of C.C.C. for Wiremen and Linemen and to place the 
existing Wiremen and Linemen in the appropriate Grade I, 
II and III of the C.C.C. with effect from 12-7-67 after holding 
trade test, As per the arbitration award, the C.C.C. scale 
was given effect to from 12-7-67 after conducting one and 
the same trade test for all the grades through the Electrical 
Inspector, Government of Orissa. The first party claims to 
have fully implemented the award given by the learned Arbi- 
trator. 

4. The case of the second party No. 1, in short, is as 
follows : — 


That the second party No. 1 raised a dispute since the 
first party did not agree to fit Grade I, Grade II, and Grade 
TTI Wiremen and l inemen in the corresponding grades ol 
C.C.C. The dispute under Sec. 10-A of the Act was referrec 
to Arbitrator Sri O. Venkatachalam, Chief l abour Commis 
sioner (Central) on 25-5-1968 by agreement between the parties 
The Arbitrator directed the first party to introduce Grade ' 
(Rs. 150—180) of C.C.C. for Wiremen and Linemen anc 
after giving trade test to the existing Wiremen and Linemen 
to place them in the appropriate Grade I, II and III of thi 
C.C.C. scale with effect from 12-7-67 i.e. the date of agree 
ment between the first party and second party No. 1. 

5. That the first party, instead of holding different tradi 
tests for Grade I, Grade li and Grade III Wiremen an< 
T inemen of the Port for the puroose of fitting them ii 
Grade I and Grade II of the C.C.C. scale, held one tes 
for all giades of Wiremen and Linemen and demoted certaii 
Grade 1 Wiremen and Linemen to Grade III and gave acce 


lerated lift to some Grade III Wiremen and Linemen to 
Giade I jumping over the next higher grade and issued 
appointment ordeis accordingly. That the second party No. 1 
raised a dispute and demanded that the first party should 
stop action on the basis of the defective and improper trade 
test. 

6. That certain employees, who had got accelerated pro- 
motion, filed writ petition before the Elon'ble High Court, 
Orissa, but pending disposal of the writ petition, a settlement 
was arrived at between the first party and second party No. 2 
in which it was agreed to pay higher scale to such of the 
workmen to whom appointment orders had been issued and 
who had joined and worked in the higher grade, on their 
furnishing an undertaking to the management that the increase 
of emoluments involved will be refunded if the interpretation 
given by the first party is adjudged to be wrong by the 
appropriate authorities. The Hon’ble High Court, while dis- 
posing of (he writ petition, observed that the remedy available 
under Sec. 36-A of the Act should be allowed to work. 

7. That before the dispute was referred to the Tribunal 
under Sec, 36-A of the Act, the Chief Labour Commissioner, 
who was the Arbitrator, had a joint discussion with the Port 
authorities and the Paradeep Port Workers Union and record- 
ed the agreed interpretation in his letter dated 24 /25th June, 

1 97t) as follows : — 

“1 held discussion with you and your Secretary and with 
the President, Paradip Port Workers Union on the 
issues raised by the parties on 11th and 12th June, 
1970 at Bhubaneswar. During the discussions, it 
was admitted by all concerned that the same trade 
test was given to all the three grades of wiremen/ 
linemen and that no syllabus or content of the test 
was prescribed in advance for the purpose. It was 
also common ground that based on tne results of 
the trade test, some workmen were demoted to 
lower grades while some others were given acce- 
lerated promotion jumping over the immediate hig- 
her grade. According to the established practice in 
regard to trade tests, the syllabus and the nature 
of test for each trade have to be prescribed in 
advance together with the qualifying service, if any, 
and different tests should be held for the different 
grades of workmen in order to consider their suita- 
bility for promotion to the next higher grade. 
Moreover, based on the results of the trade test, 
no workman should be demoted to a lower grade, but 
should continue to work in his existing grade. Keep- 
ing in view these considerations, the Port authorities 
will have to take necessary action accordingly. 

The specific points raised by you during the discussion held 
at Bhubaneswar are also clarified below for the infromation 
of ail concerned : — • 

“(i) A workmen ‘A’ in the existing Orade I (Rs. 125 — ■ 
155) or Grade II (Rs. 110 — 131) should be trade 
tested only to decide his suitability for placement 
in Gr. I (Rs. 150—180) or Grade It (Rs. 125—155) 
of C.C.C. as the case may be. 

(ii) The question of trade testing the workmen 'A' working 

in the existing Grade II to decide his suitability for 
placement in Grade I of C.C.C. /Rs. 150—180) 
would noLarise 

(iii) If ‘A’ fails to pass the trade test as in item (i) 

above, he should continue in the existing Grade 
I or Grade II (corresponding Grade II or III 
of C. C. C.) 

(iv) According to the agreement dated 12-7-67, bet- 

ween tne Paradip Port administration and the 
All India Port & Dock Workers Federation, if a 
Junior Wireman/ Lineman possesses a licence, he 
should be placed in Gr. HI of C, C. C. (Rs. 
110-131); otherwise he will remain in the exist- 
ing Grade I (Rs. 80-110) of Junior Wireman/ 
T. inemen (Semi-Skilled),” 

According to second party No. 1, separate trade test 
should be held for each category of Wiremen and Linemen 
to be fitted in the corresponding grade and scale of 
C. C C. 
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8, The case of Paradeep Shramik Congress (hereinafter lefc- 
i t cd lo as the second paity no. 2), in shorl, is as 
follows ; — • 

That in accordance with the awaid given by (he Chief 
Labour Commissioner (Central) and arbitrator which was 
published in the Gazette of India dated 8-2-1969, Saibasri 
R. N, Panda, Lineman Gr. J, Shri J. Apat, Wireman Gr. 
1, B. K. Sahu, Wireman Gr. 1 and Daitari Mahapatra, 
Lineman Gr. 1 were placed in the appropriate grades of 
C.C.C, with effect from 12-7-67. After the above order 
was issued, Paradeep Workers Union, some members of 
which did not fare well in the trade test conducted by the 
Electrical Inspector, Orissa took the plea that the trade test 
was not conducted in the appropriate manner Hnd the order 
of the first party should not be implemented. The Paradeep 
Port Shramik Congress, whose members could not get the 
revised pay, was forced tq include the issue in its strike 
notice served on the first party on 14-9-70, A settlement 
was arrived at in a conciliation between the first party and 
second party no. 2 as a result, the concerned workmen 
got their pay in the revised grade. 


9. That since the members of Shramik Congress were 
not given their pay m the revised grade, they had to file a 
writ in the Hon’ble High Court and the Hon’ble Court obser- 
ved that the appropriate authority is to dispose of the reference 
as admissible under sec. 36-A of the Act. That the Chief Lab- 
our Commissioner had no scope to give the second interpre- 
tation and the second parly no. 2 had no knowlcge of the 
circumstances under which such an uncalled for inteipre- 
tation could be given, 

10. That there is no ambiguity in the award of the 
Chief Labour Commissioner for which the interpretation 
was sought, The first party has rightly held the trade test 
and placed the Wiremen and Linemen in the grade tor 
which they were found tit. 

11. Now, the only point that arises for consideration is 
as to in what manner the directions contained in paragraph 
5 concering the Wiremen atld Linemen in the arbitration 
award referred to above should be implemented. The lear- 
ned Arbitrator, while discussing the facts and rival conten- 
tions come to the following conclusion and gave the dire- 
ctions accordingly. 

“I, therefore, direct the Administration to Introduce 
Grade I tRs. 150-180) of C. C. C. for Wiremen 
and Linemen, and after giving trade test to the 
existing Wiremen and Linemen, to place them in 
the appropriate Grade 1, II or IN of C. C. ('. 
w.e.f, 12tn July, 1967, the date of their agree- 
ment with the Federation.” 


There is no dispute as to the date from which the 
arbitration award has to be given effect to, The difference 
is with regard lo grade test. The first paty has implemented 
the aforesaid direction of Arbitrator by holding one and 

the same trade, test for Gr, l and Gr. II Linemen and 

Wiremen of the central scale to place them in the approp- 
riate Gr. I, II or Ilf of the C. C, C. The second party 
no. 1 (Paradeep Port Workers Union) contends that the 
first party erroneously implemented the award by holding 
one and the same trade test for the existing Wiremen and 
Linemen. According to it, the proper and correct implemen- 
tation should be to hold sepaiate trade tests for each 
grade by prescribing separate syllabus. Tn support of 
its contention, the second party no. 1 irises that one and 

the same trade test conducted for the existing Wiremen and 

Linemen has adversely affected the senior Wiremen and 
Linemen inasmuch as it has resulted in supersession and 
demotion of senior Linemen and Wiremen. The second 
party no. 2 (Paradeep Port Shramik Congress) contends 
that there being no ambiguity in the arbitration award for 
imolemntation. there is no scope for any other implemen- 
tation than the one done bv the first party. One and the 
same trade test has been conducted for all the existing 
Wiremen and Linemen in the interest efficiency of the 
Port. On a careful assessment of rival contentions and 
scrutiny of para 5 of the arbitration award, I feel that the 
proper and harmoneous implementation of the directions 


of the learned Arbitrator in Para 5 of his award should 
he to hold separate trade tests for each grade of Linemen 
and Wircmgn by prescribing separate syllabus well in 
advance. This would- work harmoneously and injustice 
would not be caused to the senior Wiremen and Linemen 
and that is the intention of the learned Arbitrator as is 
apparent from his direction that trade test ol the existing 
Wiiemen and Linemen should be held ‘to place them in the 
appropriate Gr. 1. II or lit of the C. C C,\ Had the 
learned Arbitrator intended otherwise, he must have said 
that one or the single trade test should be held for the 
existing Wiremen and Linemen to place them in the higher 
Grade of C. C. C. para 27 of the, C. C. C. report, which 
has been taken into consideration by the learned Arbitra- 
tor, prescribes separate trade tests as per separate syllabus 
for each grade. Therefore, I hold that separate trade tests 
should be held for each grade of existing Wiremen and 
Linemen ns per separate syllabus to place them in the 
appropriate Gr. T, Jl or III of the C.C.C. I may observe here 
that any Wiremen or Linemen, who becomes unsuccessful 
in the examination of his grade, should be allowed to 
continue in his existing grade and scale of pay until he 
passes the trade test and he should not be demoted. 

12. In the result, the directions contained in pttra 5 of 
the arbitration award dated 9th December, 1968 concern- 
ing the Wiremen and Linemen be implemented in the 
manner as indicated above with effect from the date as 
iven in the arbitration award.
